keep a Job or take one after their

and 
the 
federal 
pension stops. 
What the workers of Hi is coun­ 
try need far more than a bureau­ 
cratic 
pension 
scheme 
borrowed 
from Bismarck is the opportunity 
to earn good wages in a business 
world set free from the shackles 
of collectivism. 
There 
may be a 
few who will not or cannot take 
care of their old age. tint the state 
old-age pension systems look aft­ 
er these 
when 
relatives 
cannot. 
For the masses there will never 
be genuine social security except 
that attained by individual indus­ 
try, thrift, self sacrifice aud pru­ 
dent investment. 
One of the reports to the con­ 
vention showed a falling off in 
new insurance this year. Part of 
this may be due to the Roosevelt 
depression. 
Part may he due to 
the Increase of taxation, including 
the income tax levied under the 
social security act. 
But any man 
or woman who ceases or lessens 
his savings, through life insurance 
and other tried investments in the 
expectation that "the government 
is going to take care of him” is 
leaning on a slender reed. 


/^vUR old man used to argue that matrimony should 
be based on the proposition that It was a busi­ 
ness and social partnership. 50-50, even-Steven. share 
and share alike. 
He said there ought to be matrimonial courts, or 
boards of arbitration, or something like that, before 
which the high contracting parties to a marriage* 
should be required to appear prior to tho eeremouy 
to sign binding partnership papers. 
He said the court, or board, from its own knowl­ 
edge of the parties, or from the testimony of friends 
and relatives, should indicate which of the pair was 
to serve as president or head of the new firm. 
He said it had been his observation that one great 
trouble with m a r r ia g e was the disposition of the 
husband to consider himself the boss of Hie combi­ 
nation right from the start and to withhold all 
privileges of the management from the wife, when 
lie might be no mote equipped by training and in­ 
stinct to manage anything than a canary.

But the ladies remained in the background because 
of the inhibitions of custom and tradition, while 
their nitwit spouses made ail kinds of mistakes in 
business and social judgment. 
Cur old man said it all went back to the early 
days when men were commonly engaged in crude, 
md** tasks that were not for women. So the men got 
Hie jump on th** Job of family figurehead and hebiA 
on in spite of changing times. Ho said not only th<^| 
custom, but the law, was responsible for giving the 
males of matrimonial firms a status of authority to 
which they were not entitled. 
I 
JK SAID he was aware many wives were really 
* the bosses behind th** scenes and were content 
to let their husbands pose as the front, because of 
custom, hut he thought it would be better to bring 
them out from Under cover and relieve both sides 
of any false pretenses, as well as of some embarrass­ 
ment. 
He said think of tile number of husbands who are 
supposed to be the heads of their matrimonial firms 
hut when you go to them about some proposition. 
you find out you have to go st.*** Hic wives. Our old 
man said he reckoned thousands of hours would be 
shve*J that are now wasted in people going from one 
to the other member of a matrimonial firm seeking 
the font of authority. 
Someone asked him how lie could make ii gener­ 
ally known which was which. He said that was easy. 
He said suppose on an intelligence test, or the testi­ 
mony of n**fghbors. his matrimonial court or board 
of arbitration, named the lady as the president of the 
new firm. In that case the firm title would be Mrs. 
and Mr. In the event the husband was declared the 
boss. the title would remain the old stereotyped Mr. 
and Mis. 
Our old man thought the hest evident*** his courts 
or arbitration boards could accept In deciding the 
firm head would he the testimony of persons well 
acquainted with the contracting parties. An intelli­ 
gence test might not be accurate or fair. 


j jK thought lf you called In witnesses who had 
I I known these persons for any length of time and 
asked them how the prospective bride and groom 
stacked up on brain matter, you would get a better 
line. He was inclined to think this inquiry should 
he conducted in private and be strictly confidential 
It a witness Stated ptthliclv that ho thought the pros­ 
pective bride or groom a dunderhead, it might create 
bad feeling. 
Our old man would have liked the community 
property law that now prevails iii some s ta te s .

italy wants It and probably la capable of creating 
enough furor over Tunisia and Corsica to get It.

-for a land grab of such magnitude. 


Djiliouti, aa a matter of fact, would represent a

The Amer­ 
ican intervention of 1917, which de­ 
cided the outcome of the World 
war, made the United States a pow­ 
er In European affairs and for a 
decade after the war, though-the 
Unite d States had refused to ratify j 
the Treaty of Versailles or to Join 
the League of Nations, we took a 
leading part In the liquidation of I 
the treaty and in the post-war re­ 
construction. 
The period from 1898 to about 
1931—from 
the Sp,mlsh American 
war to Secretary 8 tim sou’s effort

several hunters have reported find­ 
ing sick rabbits which they imme­ 
diately destroyed. 
The disease is tularemia, com­ 
monly known as "rabbit fever" and 
has caused three recent deaths in 
Cleveland, two in Youngstown and 
one in Toledo. 
With three other Clevelanders 
now ill 
with the affliction. 
Dr. 
Theodore G. Dunean, chief of the 
city bureau of communicable dis­ 
eases. urged hunters, market men, 
rooks, housewives and others who 
handle rabbits to use every pre­ 
caution in preparing them for cook­ 
ing.

The 
I nerves of smell come down through 
the small opening in the skull at the 
upper part of the nose and through 
these probably a g-eat many infec­ 
tious diseases, 6uch 
as infantile 
paralysis and meningitis, may make 
their entrance Into the body. This 
was the basis a few years ago of 
the preventive treatm ent of Infan­ 
tile paralysis in which these nerve 
endings were seared.
